La Follette Twisted 


I^a Follette has certainly gotten his ideas of free speech and 
liberty of the press quite seriously twisted. 
Contending for these 
things in their preset and simplest form he leans his desires to 
license. 
Coupled with the views he holds that are quite pro-Ger­ 
man in their effect if not their intention, the Wisconsin senator 
is just about a man without a country. 
Desiring license to utter 
sentiment at variance with the acts of the congress of the United 
States and supported by many millions of people, all people in 
fact except those bribed by German money or afflicted with 
loose screws in their brain machinery, the senator has gotten his 
attitude very close to that of a traitor to his country. 
He opposed 
the passage of the laws by which the Uuited States of America 
went to war with Germany. 
It was right and proper that he 
should do so if he felt that way about it. 
But he was in the 
minority. 
He was voted down, and very hard, too. 
Practically 
every war measure has been voted with heavy majorities or unani­ 
mous consent. 
The senator from Wisconsin, instead of taking 
his defeat gracefully, letting by-gones be by-gones and chucking 
his coat to help Uncle Sam in the wrork in w hich he had decided 
to engage, the Wisconsin seeuator has been heckling and bicker­ 
ing and making nasty remarks, and has in effect refused to 
admit his defeat. 
He made a speech in the senate at the close 
of the session Saturday that has not bettered matters for him. He 
tried to explain his view's and attitude, and in the explaining he 
but added fuel to the fires he had set burning. 
He was told by 
a senator that he ought to resign and sit in the German congress 
Senator La Folette may be right. 
Once in a while a man 
lives long before his time. 
But that is not the point. 
He is not 
willing to respond to the toast, “My country, may she always be 
right—but, my country, right or wrong.” 
He can see but one 
right and that is his view of it, and it is the only kind of right he 
seems to be w illing to fight for. 
He will not surrender his right 
of free speech for the sake of his country. 
A man who holds 
such views is too narrow' for a place in the United States senate; 
too narrow, in fact to be a sexton in a country graveyerd where 
reading matter is as scarce as water in the Sahara.

Thirty Bushels of Corn 
Thirty bushels of corn for each man, woman and child in the 
United States ought to make us a nation as fat as pigs. That is the 
estimate of this year’s coni crop. 
it means a little less than five 
pounds per person per day. 
As a regular diet, three times a day, 
we might become out of humor with the cook, but there are ways 
of converting the crop into laying hens and thence into eggs; or 
into nice, fat broilers and fryers; into pork, beeves and mutton, 
into turkeys and ducks and numerous other edible birds and 
animals. 
No consideration whatever is given to the wheat crop, 
or the sweet potato crop, or the Irish potato crop, or the syrup 
crop, or the peanut crop, or the beans, peas, tomatoes, peaches, 
plums and other fruits that now adorn the pantry shelves of the 
land, nor of the fall gardens which, in this section, failed to grow 
because it failed to rain. 
We were speaking only of corn as a 
food for mankind and the possibility as living on that as a per­ 
manent and perpetual ration. 
And it seems sufficient for the 
people of the nation. 
Wherefore, with all these other vast pro­ 
ducts, we can afford, probably, to divide with the allies and with 
those neutrals who will promise to be good and not permit any 
of these goodies to reach our enemies, who, we know, would en­ 
joy them, but as long as they remain enemies we cannot afford to 
foster and fatten them to our own possible destruction. 
We can -; 
not afford to feed the beast who would turn and destroy us when 
their strength returned.

forced is for the development of the mind, and nothing more 
Such moral and spiritual suggestions as they may get are volun­ 
tary on the part of the teachers, as a rule. 
Beginning with the 
first grade there should be as much attention paid to the care 
and development of the body as to the care and development of 
the brain, and as much attention to the development of morals 
as to either of the others. 
Some schools have a course in morals, 
this dwelling more particularly on the relations of people to each 
other. 
But we know of no school where this is a pan of the en­ 
forced study for which credits are given. 
In the high schools of 
the land military’ training and athletics or physical training of 
some sort, made compulsory' for every student, should be the rule. 
Our boys and girls, particularly in the cities where they do not 
have the opportunity to do physical work, need to be given good 
bodies in which to hold good brains. 
It helps them to study 
and it makes them better men and women in their every relation.
